RUSSIA WARNS U.S. 
OF ‘CONSEQUENCES’ 


MOSCOW, Nov. 6 (AP)—A: Rus- 
sion note to Washington charges 
the United States with an illegal 
and aggressive new blockade in 
Korean waters and warns that the 
United States must take the Bi 
sponsibility for consequences.” 

Méscow radio last night broad- 
cast the text of the 350-word note 
and announced that it was de-| 
livered by the Russian coreg 
in Washington Tuesday. 

The Russian note contended | 
that establishment of the zone | 
“represents a violation of the 
freedom of sea, trade in the open | 
sea and also a violation of the | 
rights of the U.S.S.R. and other | 
states.” It charged that the order | 
was “a new act of aggression in | 
the Far East,” which “proves once 
again that the United States Gov- | 
ernment is not only unwilling to. 
stop the war in Korea, but is fol- 
lowing the path of new acts of 
aggression.”

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Campaign Manager Says 
Defeat Was ‘a Matter 
‘of Cycle’ No One Could 
Have Stopped.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Nov. 6 
(AP)—Gov. Adigi E. Stevenson’s 


campaign manager said yesterday 
the Republican theme of “Time 
for a change” had snowballed to 
such proportions that - Stevenson 
or *no one else tould have 
stopped it. 

The statement came from Wil- 
son Wyatt, who told reporters 
that the major factor in the 
Democrats’ defeat was “a matter 
of cycle and time for a change.” 

“I don’t think any single issue 
could have changed the election 
or that anyone could have led the 
campaign as ably, and with such 
high purpose, as Stevenson did,” 
Wyatt said. 


He said “the time for a change 
thing was a cumulative thing” 
and that “the argument about 
change started 12 years. ago" 
when President Roosevelt was 
running for a third term. 

Referring to the Democratic 
presidential nominee as a "truly 
great leader of this country,” 
Wyatt added: “His greatness will 
grow, and I think his leadership 
will grow too.” 

Wyatt said that in looking back 
over the campaign he felt that no 
other Democratic candidate could 
have done as well as Stevenson 
and one one could have stated 
the issues as clearly. 

He declared that the issues as 
drawn by Stevenson in the cam- 
paign “are the issues for the 
Democratic party during the next 
four years.” 

To a reporter’s question, “What 
about 1956?” Wyatt replied: 

“Only the future can tell. But 
I told Gov. Stevenson and others 
told him too, that our feeling was 
“Adlai Stevenson for 1956.’” 
Wyatt added that Stevenson, how- 
ever, has made no comment 
about it. 

A reporter asked Wyatt if he 
felt that President Truman’s 
campaigning in behalf of Steven- 
son and the Democratic party 
pointed up the change issue. 
Wyatt replied that he believed 
Truman's participation “was good, 
and it was effective.” 

Wyatt, who had predicted a 
landslide victory of at least 400 
electoral votes for Stevenson, 
said he was wrong on only one 
count. 

“My only érror was which side 
would win,” he added with a wry

Must Depend on Democrats. 


Because of the narrow Republi- 
can majority in both houses, Eis- 
enhower’s job as President will 
be tough.

This is 
an example: 


Eisenhower sends a recommen- 
dation to Congress. If the Demo- 
crats stand solidly against it and 
a few Republicans join them in 
opposition, the Republican major- 
ity has been wiped out and Eisen- 
hower’s recommendation is killed. 


The only hope he has, when 
some of his own Republicans vote 
against him, it that enough Demo- 
crats will vote with the remaining 
Republicans to put over whatever 
it is Eisenhower has suggested.

Tynisia, and both the Americans and foreigners with whom’ they 
work awaited some move that would give them HBenhower approval 
in addition to the Truman approval they already have. 


The current aspect of the Ko- 
rean problem best illustrates the 


difficult position in which the. 


American delegates suddenly are 


placed. In the Assembly Politi- 


cal Committee, the United States 
and 20 associates are pressing a 
resolution asking the Chinese and 
North Korean Reds to agree im- 
mediately to a truce honoring the 
principle that there shall be no 
forced repatriation of prisoners. 

Asian countries, including In- 
dia and Indonesia, are working 
behind the scenes to try to bridge 
the gap on the prisoner issye be- 
tween the Korean allies and the 
Communists. On the theory that 
it can’t hurt and might help, the 
United States -and its associates 
are interested in this Asian ef- 
fort to try to break the deadlock. 


Meanwhile, however, while the 
American delegates are pursuing 
this policy, there is in the back- 
ground the likelihood that Presi- 
dent-elect Eisenhower is going 
personally to Korea, and the for- 
eigners say that for all they know, 
Eisenhower might come up with 
a brand new Korean policy of his 
own, . 

What is needed is some sort of 
new certification from the Eisen- 
hower administration-to-be for the 


'Truman-appointed American dele- 


gates so that American policy in 
this Assembly on long-running 
issues'can be pursued effectively. 


Various ‘suggestions have been 
put forward. One was that such 
an Eisenhower Republican. as 
John Foster Dulles be appointed 


immediately by President Truman 
to succeed Secretary of State 


‘Dean Acheson as head of the

sembly. 

Senator H. Alexander Smith 
(Rep.), New Jersey, a member of 
the United States delegation and 
high ranking member of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
said when asked about that sug- 
gestion: 


“I'd be delighted ig that could 
be done. We (Republicans and 
Democrats) should work together, 
especially in those fields where 
we have disagreed with the Ad- 
ministration, and particularly on 
Far Eastern questions.” 


Senator Smith stressed that he 
did not know Eisenhower’s choice 
for Secretary of State, but he 
said that getting the American 
delegation out of its “embarrass- .

The statement which Adlai E. Stevenson read 
to those who gathered at his headquarters in 
Springfield election night was on the same 
plane of integrity and fairness which character- 
ized the whole of: his campaign.

Here is . what 
he said: 

My fellow citizens have made their choice 
and have selected Gen. Eisenhower and the 
Republican party as the instruments of their 
will for the next four years.

Gen. Eisenhower has been a great leader 
in war.

_» Groups, Not Voting Blocs 

"One of the myths which the 1952 election 
should have dispelled is the myth of the con- 
trollable pressure group, voting strictly its own 
economic interests. 

The heavy vote for Gen. Eisenhower in many 
of the nation’s industrial centers shows that the 

_ labor vote is not controlled by the leaders of the 
union movement. Some of those leaders, notably 
~ Walter Reuther, had said so frankly long before 
the election.

State Rights ie vpn at Home 
State rights have not been taken away from 


states by the Federal Government so much as. 
they have been defaulted upon by the states 


themselves. Richard L, Neuberger, writing in the 
New York Times Magazine, tells some of the 
things states must do to keep state rights a 


‘living reality. 


His thesis is that federal authority took hold 
in so many fields in the ression of 20 years 
ago because the state legisi atures failed to grap- 
ple with the pressing problems that confronted 
their people. Mr. Neuberger ought to know, be- 
cause he is State Senator in Oregon, and his wife 
is a State Representative: Both are free-lance 
writers. 

The state rights. Mr, ‘Neuberger is talking 
about are more than the ‘eries. of “Wolf!” which 
are so often raised against national efforts to 
make the equality of men #fact,.or to conserye 
great national resources, States retain their 
rights, Mr, Neuberger implies, not by preserving 
them in alcohol, but by exercising them, and to 
exercise them they must have legislatures that 
are equipped to do it, 

The worst: dangers to state rights are not en- 
croachments by the Government at Washington, 
but failures of the states themselves. It is a dan- 
ger to state rights that New Hampshire pays 
its legislators $200 for a two-year term, that Ten- 
nessee has not raised its $4 a day pay since 1870. 
It is a danger to state rights that Vermont, 
Connecticut and New Hampshire each has more 
members in its legislature than the Parliament 
of Canada. It is a danger to state rights 
that there is no effective opposition in the Geor- 
gia Legislature, with 257 Democrats te two Re- 
publicans—or in the North Dakota Legislature, 
with 160 Republicans to two Democrats. : 

Cumbersome, ill-paid, one-sided legislatures 
neither produce the best work nor attract the 
quality of men capable of producing the best 
work. Mr. Neuberger suggests smaller member- 


‘ships, salaries of at least $6000 a year, correction

When these and other referins are Wedeight 
about, when states’ legislatures are fully capable 
of exercising their responsibilities, there will be 
a great deal less sham talk about states rights, 
and a lot more real action to keep them function- 
ing and healthy. 
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The Polls Wrong Again 


By and large, the public opinion polls came 
off just as badly in this election .as they did in 
1948. Then they erred on the side of ‘being too 
certain that the loser was going to win. This time 
they erred on the side of being too uncertain. 

The last Gallup poll before election found the 
candidates running “virtually. even” in New 
York, Illinois, Ohio and California. As a matter 
of fact, the candidates did not run virtually even 
in those states at all.

did report was meaningless. Question: when a 
poll shows enough “undecided” to throw the 


‘election either way, and gives no real guidance, 


as to how the “undecided” may go, then what 
good is the poll? 

Our respect for the public opinion poll re- 
mains as low as it was. before this election, We 
continue to feel that newspapers and other agen- 
cies of communication would benefit everybody 
concerned by devoting some of the energy that 
now goes into crystal-ball gazing to their pri- 
mary. function, which is communication and not

The basic 
Spread between linemen in the 
offense is a foot between center 
and guard, two feet between 
guard and tackle and a yard 
between tackle and end... 

~The proper title for the Fau- 
rot formation, to distinguish it 
from the regular T, is the Slid- 
ing T because the action of the 
quarterback, the man under 
cénter, is the determining fac- 
tor. Instead of pivoting to hand 
off or pitch out, the Split-T 
quarterback . slides along his 
scrimmage line before feeding 
the ball to another back, later- 
aling or keeping and running it 
himself. 

By sliding instead of pivot- 
ing, the Split-T quarterback 
starts his play directly behind 
the line of scrimmage instead 
of: a couple of yards deep, 
promoting faster-striking power 
and concealment of the ball, a 
feature Oklahoma has refined 
and polished with faking and 
feinting behind a powerful of- 
fensive line that gives the extra 
time necessary for the finesse 
at which Quarterback Eddie 
Crowder is a master.

A proposal that a 13-member: 
commission be formed to frame 
a home-rule charter for the City 
of Ferguson will be submitted to 
voters in Ferguson at. the munic- 
ipal election next April 7 under 
terms of an ordinance adopted 
‘last night by the Board of Alder- 
men of the St. Louis county mu- 


nicipality. 


The ordinance further provides 
‘that names of candidates seek- 
ing election to the non-partisan 
commission be submitted to the 
voters at the same time. Nomi- 
nations for the posts will be by 
petitions filed with the city clerk. 
Each petition must bear the sig- 
imatures of at least 28 qualified 
| voters in Ferguson. 

The commission, if authorized 
by the voters, would have until 
Dec. 1, 1953, to eomplete its work. 


The proposed charter then would 


be .submitted to the city’s voters 
for ratification. 

Submission to the voters of the 
proposal to form a charter com- 
mission was recommended in Sep- 
tember by a special citizens’ com- 
mittee named by Mayor Frank 
H. Gollhofer. In its report, the 
committee expressed belief that, 
under a home-rule charter, Fer- 
guson could “throw off the 
shac':les imposed by statute and 
obiain flexibility and independent 


‘control of its own local govern- 


ment.”

This republic 
embraces 76 per cent of the 
Soviet land mass and includes the 
greater part of what was once the 
Czarist empire. 

The new youth leader is A. N.

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OUR POSTMAN John Akers brings a lot of in- 
teresting mail to Possum Trot Farm, but not many 
letters are postmarked from far-off Africa. One 
came last week, however, from a naval officer who 
was raised on a Midwestern farm and hopes to re- 
turn to the land when he eventually leaves the 
service. The questions he asks will not all be easy 
to answer, though I’ll do my best and have invited 
him to visit us when he comes back to the States 
this winter and heads for the West Coast by car. 
This isn’t an easy time to start farming, even 
though established farmers have prospered general- 
ly during the past 10 years. Land prices are at a 
fairly high level, though not at the run-away peaks 
we experienced during and after the first World 
War. But the profit squeeze has certainly started 
on the things farmers have to sell, in comparison 
with those they buy. This is a swing of the eco- 
nomic pendulum that has occurred many times in 
the past and will happen again, though its effects 
are cushioned to a degree by parity prices. Yet in 
this day of mechanized farming, high-priced equip- 
ment and the need for skilled labor, there is one 
answer. This is low cost production through effi- 
cient operation and high yields from every arable 
‘ acre on the farm. The farmer producing 100 bush- 
els of corn or 500 pounds of beef to the acre has 
a far better chance to come out than the fellow who 
is satisfied with 30 bushels and 100 pounds of beef.

It is in that 


A Real Treat: Beefsteak and K idney Pie 


Of Course, It Has to Be Made igs New Ways to Fix Pork Chops

PEAKING ‘of beefsteak and 

kidney pie, there is a small 

restaurant on a side street in 
a small Midwestern town which is 
presided over by a colorful sar 
acter named Sam.

It’s people like Sam who have 
given the beefsteak and kidney 
pie such a terrible reputation in 
this country. In England it is 
something of a national instity- 
tion, due solely to the fact they 
have a decent res} for the dish: 
Which means they know how it 
should be prepared; and 
properly prepared it can hold its 
place among the best. 

Many Americans are under the 
impression they have eaten beef: 
steak and kidney pie when. the 
truth is they have tried to eat a 
poor imitation of the stuff. Try 
making it like this, and you'll 
see what I mean: 

Soak four small kidneys for an 
hour in cold salt water and then 
skin them and trim away the 
white part. and cut them in small 
pieces, Then salt and pepper 
them and dust them with flour 
and saute them until they're light 
brown, Put them in a casserole. 

Now cut a pound and a half of 
round steak into inch and a half 
Squares, season them with salt 
and pepper, flour them and saute 
them well, Put them in the case 
serole teo.

HERE are many and varied complications in marriage 
Tenet make for dissatisfaction, but the marriage counselor 

finds that two recurring complaints of wives top the ‘list: 
(1) Being tied down at home with too little recreation and 
social life; (2) drinking husbands. 


Sometimes the two go together, as in the case of Mrs. W., 
who writes: “We have been married 17 years. I have borne 
him four lovely and good children. I loved his mother and 
father, who are now deceased. He lets me handle the money 
and thinks he’s a hero when he hands over the entire pay 
check to me. 

- “But—here’s the catch—he has to take back all that he 
wants to spend on liquor; much more than we can afford. 
If I suggest that a bill should be paid up, even if it means 
that he goes without liquor for one day, he sulks and pouts 
for a week, wanting to know what becomes of all the money 
that he works so hard to earn. I have no spending money of 
my own; I wear hand-me-down clothes from friends and rela- 
tives; I never get to go out. anywhere, while he attends 
expensive stag dinners and goes off on picnics, fishing trips 
and excursions with other men. What’s the matter with our 
marriage? Who is at fault? Is he a spoiled child, or am I?”

They Learn to Play Piano in a Group 


Class for Adults in University City Brings Enthusiastic Response; They ‘Omit the Detours’

éé Y FATHER forced me to 
Mit down beside him at the 
piano and practice for an 
hour every night,” one of the 
students récalled. “He was bound 
and determined that I learn how 
to play and I was bound and de- 
termined that I wouldn't.” 


Her remarks called up a famil- 
far picture out of the past. The 
classic subject of many a cartoon 
—the unhappy child spending an 
enforced practice period in the 
parlor but stealing glances at the 
open window, the small boy play- 
ing Beethoven while the others 
were out playing baseball. 


Fortunately for children, mod- 
ern teaching methods no longer 
approve the jail sentence ap- 
proach to piano playing. Public 
schools and private teachers now 
instruct children in groups, let 
them compete and learn from 
each other’s mistakes. Also, for- 
tunately for adults who rebelled 
at piano lessons and childhood 
and now regret their rebellion, 
they, too, may take belated ad- 
vantage of group piano lessons. In 
the University City Adult Eve- 
ning School, some of them are 
doing just that. Housewives and 
career girls, white and blue col- 
lar workers alike, they sit, duet- 
fashion at the pianos, fingering 
the once-hated scales, turning 
major chords into minor, playing 
simple Mozartian airs by the 
fourth lesson. 


“I’ve learned more from you 
in three weeks than I learned in 
five years when I was a kid,” one 
of the students offered in her 
glowing testimonial to teacher 
Helen Galston at a recent class 
session, After sitting in on one 
of the regular Tuesday night 
meetings in the music room of 
University City Junior High 
School, it is easy to understand 
the appeal of group piano as 
taught by Mrs. Galston.

LTHOUGH it is far more fun 
A to learn piano with the others, 
the method is not overly sugar- 
coated. Beginning piano hopefuls 
still do fingering exercises and no 
way has been found to allow for 
skipping preliminaries in muscu- 
lar control and co-ordination. . 
“There are no short cuts to 
piano playing,” Mrs. Galston says 
firmly. “Short cuts simply mean 
you’re leaving something out. 
“ama we try to do is omit the de- 
ours.” 


For instance, students learn to 
read music by lines and spaces 
rather than the every-good-boy- 
does-fine method of note identifi- 
cation. They are taught to listen 
rather than thump away mechan- 
ically. And their first achieve- 
ments win immediate praise.

“That’s amazingly difficult to 
do,” says Mrs. Galston congratu- 
lated two twosomes who had suc- 
ceeded in playing ‘the scales with 
both hands.

“When you're looking at the 
notes for both hands,” she tells 
them, “don’t see it as a series of 
up and down notes but as two 
ribbons running along, unrolling. 

“Don’t play things from begin- 
ning to end. Play each measure 
and haggle over it until it’s right. 
and play slowly. Always think 


faster than you play.” | 

Explaining musical chords to 
them, she illustrates how the “C 
chord is steady, it doesn’t pull in 
one direction or the other. 

“Folk music is often built 
around the major chords because 
they're light and cheerful. Like 
this air you'll be. playing, from 
Mozartis ‘Don Giovanni’... or 
this waltz of Schubert's. See how 
the notes pull you up? Now con- 
trast with this one of Schumann’s 
with pulling-down notes, sad, lu- 
gubrious.”

THE “PRIVATE” IN THE ARMY. 

HE essential sense of the word 
T “private” is, first of all, in 

the adjective. We have it 
from the Latin “privatus,” literal- 
ly “apart from the state,” or “pe- 
culiar to an individual.” Strange- 
ly, it would seem, it is from 
“privare,” which means to be- 
reave, out of “privus,” single, or 
in a sense, alone, 

The first link in the chain 
whose end-product is the “pri- 
vate” as a common soldier is 
found in the “private citizen,” 
that is, one not. invested with, or 
engaged in, public office. How 
this was formerly used is illus- 
trated in Blackstone, where it has 
a legal connotation, as follows: “A 
private person may arrest a fel- 
on.” 

Exactly how far back this ex- 
pression, “private person,” goes 
in English is difficult to track 
down. It was common parlance 
by Shakespeare’s time, that we 
know. And the concept of the 
“private person” as one who holds 
no public office is, of course, 
directly from ancient Greece, 
from the well-spring of democ- 
racy in Athens, in the Golden 


ge. 

When Shakespeare wrote 
“What have kings, that privates 
have not, too?” this “private” 
was an abbreviation of “private 
citizen,” or “private man.” The 
soldier without rank was the “pri- 
vate soldier.” And this allusion 
to the military is first on the 
record in 1579, in “An Arith- 
meticall Militarie Treatise” en- 
titled “Stratioticos,” by Leonard 
and Thomas D. Diggs. The state- 
ment is, “They can do no more 
than private soldiers.” 

How long it took for “private 
soldier” to be shortened to just 
plain “private,” as this survives 
to designate the G.I. below the 
grade of noncommissioned of- 
ficer, is suggested by the follow- 
ing item, which appeared in the 
London Gazette as late as 1691, 
where the private soldier is still 
referred to as a private man: “We 
lost six private men and had 15 
wounded.”

66]T’S so hard to please her,” 
| many adolescents complain. 
(“Her” may be their mother, 
or it may be the teacher.) 

“First she says ope thing and 
I do that, and then She tells me to 
do just the opposite.” 
When we ask for examples, this 
is the kind of thing they tell us. 
(We should say that their feelings 
about the whole thing seem often 
more of perplexity than of resent- 
ment. They are or believe that they 
are, really trying to please. And 
it seems to them that they get 
criticized no matter what they do.) 
Jane, for instance, tells us that 
she was “going steady.” Her 
mother objected to this and said 
that Jane shouldn’t go out with 
just one boy—she should go out 
with different ones. So Jane 
stopped going steady, and, being 
an attractive girl, soon had a 
whole string of dates. And then 
her mother objected because she

But don’t forget that the proc- 
ess of growth is like the swing 
of a pendulum, inconsistent in 
that it swings first in one direc- 
tion then in another, but consis- 
tent in that it always swings. So 
complete consistency is some- 
times almost too much to expect.

Mrs. Galston, 
widow of Gottfried Galston, noted 
concert pianist, uses the group 
method in her private teaching 
classes. 

While group piano does ‘not 
pretend to take the place of pri- 
vate lessons, for really advanced 
training, it often provides a wel- 
= testing ground for young

manufacturing firm, a first grade 
teacher, and several who classify 
themselves as “housewife and 
mother.”

“I studied 
for five years but didn’t learn a 
thing” ... are the reasons given 
for their adult study of music. 


Several gave as their reason 
the fact that their childref are 
learning to play and it made prac- 
tice a game around the house if 
the adults worked along with 
them. 


“My little boy is taking lessons 
from Mrs. Galston,” Mrs. A. W. 
Pauley said, “and he’s made so 
much progress just in the third 
grade class that we thought we'd 
see what mama could do.” 


“We thought if I took lessons 
it would give me more under- 
standing of the children’s prob- 
lems,” Mrs. Martin Axelbaum 
added. 

“My two daughters play,” said 
Mrs. Bailey Birkhead, “and one 
of them is way ahead of me, but 
I think I’m a little better than 
the younger one now.” 

All in all, the adult class in 
group piano is a far cry from the 
old time concept of music les- 
sons. Especially, when one of 
its members, Richard Simon, stops 
in the middle of the do-re-mi 
tune of “Up the Ladder,” gets 
up from the piano and starts out 
of the room, calling back over 
his shoulder: 2

FIRST the outgoing Presi- 
dent and his cabinet arrived, 
then the incoming President 
and his cabinet came in.

Bake in 
a moderate (350 to 375 degrees) 
oven 25 to 30 minutes or until 
cake tester inserted in center 
comes out clean. Turn out on 
cake rack, remove paper, and cool 
slightly. Cyt into portions and 
serve warm with hot fudge sauce.
